RANCHO PENASQUITOS — 
Parishioners gather at dawn in the 
parking lot of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel 
Church in this north county community 
every Saturday before trekking into the 
hills nearby to attend Mass with 
undocumented Mexican and Central 
American workers who live there. 

On Saturday, Nov. 5, the Mass was 
celebrated in both Spanish and English 
in a small clearing next to a rushing 
creek. The outdoor church, with a dirt 


floor that has been packed down, 
features a four-foot wooden cross anda 


small shrine to Our Lady of Guadalupe. 
According to Msgr. Henry Fawcett, 


pastor of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel, some 


90 volunteers are involved in the 
ministry, taking food, clothing and 


other material offerings in addition to 


spiritual comfort. 

‘We get much more out of it than we 
give, Msgr. Fawcett said. ‘This goes 
beyond the satisfaction one gets from

helping others. The faith ofthese people _ 


isso strong. They inspire usandteach us 


a great deal. We have learned so much 


about sharing from them. We see that 
they share what little they have with each 


other. 

“I think their sense of family, their 
sense of ‘together’ is from Mexico. 
There is such a contrast between their 
deep feeling of togetherness and the 


selfish individuality we’re used to that | . 


wish we would learn more from them.”’ 
Msgr. Fawcett said the interaction 
between Our Lady of Mt. Carmel parish 
and the migrant workers grew out of a 
long-time parish ministry to Tijuana. 

“Some of the people involved in 
gathering food and clothing to take to 
Tijuana began to realize that there wasa 
need right here in Penasquitos,’’ he 
said. 

“These men did not come to the 
church for help. We became aware of 
their presence by chance. We’dsee them

in the local supermarket. In time, we 
realized that they needed more than 
material assistance. 

*T consider them part of the parish, 
because they are Catholics who live 
within our boundries. The fact that they 


live in the brush is immaterial.” 

Msgr. Fawcett began celebrating the 
Mass in the brush nearly two years ago. 
The weekly services are attended by 
dozens of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel 
parishioners and between 50 and 100 


undocumented men and teen-aged 
boys. 

As with any parish, attendance has 
been up and down. 

“We reached a high point last 
Christmas,’’ said Msgr. Fawcett, 
“when we had over 250.’’ He estimated 
that there are between 300 and 500 men 
and boys living in the brush in the Black 
Mountain area. 

Members of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel 
parish are somewhat reticent about the 
undocumented workers, many of whom 
they know by name. No one uses the 
pejorative term ‘‘alien’’ to describe the 
workers, and a number of genuine 
friendships have developed across 
ethnic and national lines. 

Although they appear to take pride in 
what they're doing, Our Lady of Mt. 


~ Carmel’s parishioners are tight-lipped 


about the exact location of their friends. 
_Inordertoattend a Saturday morning 
Mass, Sister Alicia Sarre, RSCJ, 
director of the diocesan office for 
Hispanic evangelization, and a Southern 


_ Cross reporter had to meet with the 


parishioners and follow the caravan into 
the hills. 

The specter of a mass arrest and 
deportation by Border Patrol agents is a 
constant threat, and the people at Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel are sensitive to that 
danger. 

Sister Sarre, who was born in Mexico, 

said she found the outdoor service ‘‘very 
inspiring.’ She provided the men and 
boys with religious reading materials in 
Spanish. 
Other visitors included Paula 
Hoffman Villanueva, a teacher who 
specializes in English as a second 
language; Chris White, an immigration 
attorney who gave a briefing after the 
Mass; and Jeff Rose, a member of 
Congregation Beth El, La Jolla. 

Our Lady of Mt. Carmel’s 
parishioners have organized a food 
collection and distribution systern that 
functions very well. After services,

Middle Ages, later pronouncements do 
not go beyond this position.”’

ALCALA PARK — “There is a 
purgatory and the souls detained therein 
are aided by the prayers of the faithful,”’ 
Bishop Leo T. Maher asserted Nov. 7 in 
response to an article in the Nov. 3 issue 
of Southern Cross. 

Bishop Maher alluded to his homily on 
All Souls Day, Nov. 2, at Holy Cross 
Cemetery and Mausoleum, San Diego, in 
which he said, ‘‘All Souls is the day we 
pray for the deceased who are suffering in 


purgatory. 


“Through prayer, the Eucharist — the 
Holy Sacrifice — sacrifices, almsgiving, 


‘we, the living, can bring assistance, 


respite and refreshment to the souls in 
purgatory.”’ 

In that homily, he said the church’s 
teaching on the existence of purgatory is 
based on instruction by the Holy Spirit, 
the sacred writings and the ancient 
tradition of the church fathers and is 
taught in the sacred councils and most 
recently in Vatican II. 


Bishop Maher reaffirmed the church 


teaching on purgatory following a Southern 
Cross article that quoted Father Robert 
Kress, chairman of the University of San 
Diego’s theological and religious studies 
department, as saying the existence of 
purgatory is not doctrine or dogma but a 


theological theory which Catholics are - 


free to accept or reject. 

A 1973 printing of ‘‘Sacramentum 
Mund, An Encyclopedia of Theology,’’ 
states, ‘“The doctrine of purgatory is an 
essential element in the belief of the 
Christian Church. Formulated 
dogmatically for the first time in the 


‘The core of the church’s teaching is 
that there is a purification ... for all ... 
who died truly penitent in the love of God 
before satisfying for their sins through 
worthy fruits of penance,’’ the 
encyclopedia adds. 


“The decisive documents (of the 
church) do not impose any obligation as 
regards fire, a place of purification or the 
duration, kind and intrinsic nature of the 
punishment.”’ 


Newest 
saint to be 
honored 


ALCALA PARK — In honor of one of 
the church’s newest saints, Saint Rose 
Philippine Duchesne, a day of recollection 
will be held Nov. 19 at the University 
Center at the University of San Diego. 

Sister Cathy Mooney, RSCJ, who is 
studying historical theology at Yale 
University in Connecticut, will present a 
talk entitled, “‘Exploring New Frontiers 
with Saint Rose Philippine Duchesne.”’ 

Bishop Leo T. Maher will preside at a 3 
p.m. Eucharistic Liturgy in The 
Immaculata. A reception at the University 
Center will conclude the day’s festivities. 

Saint Philippine Duchesne was born in 
Grenoble, France in i769. In 1804, she 
joined the Religious of the Sacred Heart, 
four years after its founding by Mother 
_ Madeleine Sophie Barat. 

In 1818 she came to America and 
established the first convent and free school 
for girls west of the Mississippi. 

One of Philippine’s dreams when she left 
France was to work with the Indians..She 
was 72 when, in 1841, she joined Jesuit 
missionaries ministering to the 
Potawatomi Indians in Sugar Creek, 
Kansas. Because of her devotion to prayer, 
she was known as ‘‘Quah-kah-ka-ma-ad,”’ 
the woman who always prays. 

Sister Irene Cullen, RSCJ, director of 
the Institute for Christian Ministries, said 
that Philippine is a model for men and 
women in the church today. 

“‘She was a pioneer who left the comfort 
and security of her homeland. She 
practiced prayer, patience and 
perseverance in spite of great obstacles,”’ 
said Sister Cullen. 

Today, there are more than 700 
Religious of the Sacred Heart working in 
the United States.

CHD collection Nov. 20 helps combat poverty

ALCALA PARK — Catholics 
throughout the Diocese of San Diego will 
have the opportunity Nov. 20 to help poor 
and low-income groups effect their own 
change in overcoming the root causes of 
their oppresive conditions. 

The annual Campaign for Human 
Development collection will be taken up 
in most parishes on that Sunday. 


CHD is an action/education program 
of the U.S. Catholic bishops to combat 
poverty by supporting self-help projects 


‘among poor and low-income people. It 


also promotes a spirit of solidarity 
between poor and non-poor. Its annual 
theme is a quote by Pope Paul VI, ‘‘If 
you want peace, work for justice.”’ 


In a Nov. 3 letter to the people of the 
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diocese, Bishop Leo T. Maher declared - 


that Nov. 13-20 will be ‘CHD Week’”’ in 
the San Diego diocese (page 12). 

“TI invite you to participate in this 
year’s campaign: Learn what you can do 
about the root causes of poverty, 
remember the poor and the Campaign for 
Human Development in your prayers 
and respond as generously as possible to 
the CHD appeal in your parish. Your gift 
will make a difference in people’s lives,”’ 
Bishop Maher wrote. 


Since its inception in 1969, CHD has 
raised more than $120 million and has 
helped fund more than 3,800 community- 
based, self-help projects, such as the San 
Diego Organizing Project. 

SDOP, which just celebrated its 10th 
anniversary, began with a CHD grant 


toward its goal of helping to empower 
people to improve the quality of life in 


their neighborhoods. It received its latest 
CHD grant, $25,000, in 1987. 

These funds helped SDOP assist in 
forming the Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart Organization. 

OLSH’s group efforts have resulted in 
two meetings with San Diego police 
officials, resulting in a crackdown on 
drug-dealing hot spots identified by 
community members. 

These efforts are helping to reduce the 
amount of crime that was victimizing the 
OLSH neighborhood, parish leaders 
reported. 

Msgr. William Kraft, diocesan CHD 
coordinator, also recalled CHD grants 
over the years that helped Domestic 
Workers organize against unjust 
employment practices and assisted in the 
establishment of a credit union in the 
Imperial Valley. 

‘A considerable amount of the money 


contributed by the lay people of the 
diocese over the years to CHD has been 
returned through grants to locally 
approved projects,’’ Msgr. Kraft said. 

At the time of the SDOP grant in 1987, 
Msgr. Kraft told Southern Cross that CHD 
had given more than $1 million to self- 
help projects in this diocese. 

Also, 25 percent of the CHD collection 
is retained by the diocese for local human 
development projects approved by the 
bishop, he said. 

Parishes are urged to use Nov. 13 as an 
awareness day for CHD in preparation 
for the collection the following week. 

Parishioners who miss the collection on 
Nov. 20 can send a donation marked for 
CHD to their parish. Or they can put 
their contribution in a designated 
envelope that can be found in the church 
and place it in the following week’s 
regular parish collection. 
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God revealed 
purgatory to us 
through tradition 


As a child of the 1920s, I learned in Sunday School that 
there is a heaven, a hell and a purgatory. 

In the article ‘‘Purgatory — reality or theory?’’ (Southern 
Cross, Nov. 3) Joyce Carr writes that praying for the deadisa 
tradition half as old as the church itself, but that implies the 
church is no more than 2,000 years old. 

I can’t accept her quote of Father Kress, chairman of the 
University of San Diego’s theological and religious studies 
department, who says the existence of purgatory is a 
theological theory which Catholics are free to accept or 
reject. 


Nowhere in the Bible is the word ‘‘purgatory’”’ 
mentioned. But then the Bible is a book (though inspired) 
and like all history books something has to happen before 
you can write about it. And God’s revelations for his 
universal, Catholic religion began with Abraham in the Old 
Testament days and continued through the days Jesus came 
to life on earth as promised. 

So tradition of God’s religion must cover a period of some 
5,000 years. And that tradition tells us there is a purgatory 
even though the words do not. 

Without purgatory there would have been no reason for 
his birth in Bethlehem and his death on Good Friday 
because those in hell could not be released and those in 
heaven would not need his redemption. 

God never says or does anything that is superfluous. His 
death on the cross, if not the words in the Bible, tells us there 
is a purgatory!

Where are the aged poor? 


There you go again, Msgr. Dollen. Well, maybe not 
‘‘again,’’ but this time I think you have made a statement 
that can’t be supported by fact. In your article “‘Govt. 
help for the aged poor’’ (Southern Cross, Oct. 27), you say 
that many older people are living lives of desperate 
poverty because they have only their Social Security to 
depend on. 

The fact of the matter is that old people are not 
required to live strictly on Social Security. If they have no 
other income or resources, they are eligible to receive 
supplemental income under Social Security, which allows 
them to live in subsidized housing such as the modern 
high-rise apartments sponsored by the various churches, 
including our own, as well as other good government 
subsidized housing. 

Many people, mostly men, seem to prefer what they 
consider the freedom of hotel living. Occasionally, 
someone chooses the street. 

Seniors on Social Security and Medi-Cal receive all 
doctor and hospital care and most medicines without cost. 

The Medicare contribution doesn’t seem to be a 
burden. Among the supportive services the frail elderly 
can have are in-home housekeeping, visiting nurse 
services and transportation to doctors. 

I don’t know where the poverty-stricken old people are 
to be found because in my many travels to the homes of 
the frail elderly throughout the entire San Diego area I 
find that people with Social Security income live quite 
comfortably, health permitting. Acute health failure 
requires family intervention and/or a housing change. 

A great public misconception is blinding us to the living 
options open to old people in our society. The trouble is, I 
don’t think we can see the truth of the matter if we try to 
look at it with tears in our eyes.

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‘Souls in Purgatory’ devotion 


Prayers by Christians for the dead are as old as 
Christianity. Scrawled on the walls of the catacombs in 
Rome are little prayers such as ‘‘Pray for X who fell 
asleep in the Lord on ...’’ and ‘‘Pray for X. whose 
birthday (natalitia) to eternal life was on ... .”’ 

There has always been a liturgical office for the dead, 
and prayers for those who have ‘‘died in Christ’’ are 
offered in every Mass. We believe that they are in a place 
called purgatory, that is, in a place of purgation or 
cleansing. 

The Catholic Almanac succinctly describes this belief in 
purgatory as ‘‘the state or condition in which those who 
have died in the state of grace, but with some attachment 
to sin, suffer for a time before they are admitted to the 
glory and happiness of heaven. 

‘In this state and period of passive suffering, they are 
purified of unrepented venial sins, satisfy the demands of 
divine justice for temporal punishment due for sins, and 
are thus converted to a state of worthiness of the beatific 


.vision.”’ 


Because of this belief, devotion to the ‘‘Souls in 
Purgatory’’ has become very popular in the church. It is 
part of the richness of the Catholic tradition that throws 
into consoling relief the inevitability of death. 

We are told that it is a part of the Irish legacy to the 
church’s spiritual fullness that this devotion has become 
so popular and so widespread. During the centuries of the 
English oppression of Ireland, the people could gather for 
meetings chiefly at weddings and funerals. 

The joyfulness of the Irish wake is part of this cultural 
heritage. This was one of the few times when the young 
people could get together to meet, socialize and plan for 
weddings. Prayer for the deceased went right along with a 
party for the living. Seems logical to me. 

November is also a very logical time for this devotion. 


The dying of the year as winter approaches makes us 
consider our own mortality. It is the last month of the 
liturgical year, so even the readings tend to reinforce this 
idea. 

Death, considered alone, is a stark reality. For the 
faithless, the unbeliever, it is the tragic end of the human 
being, an unreasonable termination to the person. 

Death, considered in its Christian context, is just one 
more milestone in the course of our existence. The early 
Christians really saw it perfectly in the idea of a birthday 
to eternal life. It is a necessary transition point to the life 
that really matters, eternal life and love. 

Because of original sin, the very human condition in 
which we exist, it can be a scary thing, but every birth 
contains pain. As the poet remarked, ‘‘Nothing is born 
and nothing dies that is not paid with pain. For we are 
born in another’s moan and perish in our own.”’ 

But Christ is saluted as ‘‘the first-born of the dead,”’ 
and his Resurrection sets the pattern for our own true 
birth into eternity. Personal immortality is guaranteed by 
the paschal mysteries, for as brothers and sisters of the 
Lord, we share in his victory. 

For this reason, we should always be prepared for 
death, so important a step in our development. Our love 
for our relatives and friends inspires us to pray for them 
and, in turn, to benefit from their prayers. 

Devotion to the ‘‘Souls in Purgatory’’ is one of the 
most rewarding and salutary devotions in our rich 
tradition.

Patriarch pleads for help 


“Please hurry ... . Our fate here and the solution of our problem is in the United 
States. If the United States decides to solve it, the problem will be solved. If it does not 
decide, it will not be solved. ”’

Patriarch Michel Sabbah, the Roman Catholic bishop of 
Jerusalem, was in the United States this past month to tell 
American Catholics about the steadily worsening crisis in 
the Holy Land, and to ask for our help. He arrived here Oct. 
9 to spend a month in the U.S. and Canada. 

In an interview at the Vatican embassy in Washington 
immediately after his arrival, I asked Patriarch Sabbah ifhe 
believed the media is giving Americans an accurate picture 
of what is happening in the Holy Land. ‘‘No, no,’’ he 
answered. ‘‘If you had an accurate picture, a real picture of 
what is going on, you would behave differently.”’ 

Patriarch Sabbah confirmed earlier reports that Israeli 
troops came to a Catholic parish in Ramallah, near 
Jerusalem, immediately following his consecration as the 
first Palestinian Patriarch of Jerusalem last January and 
beat the associate pastor. The following Sunday Israeli 
troops fired live ammunition at the church and actually 
entered it while Mass was being celebrated. 

The patriarch reported he wrote a letter of protest to the 
President of the State of Israel, who responded with what the 
Patriarch called ‘‘excuses, saying that the soldiers are 
ignorant, and we are sorry about it. That’s all.”’ 

But despite the president’s apology, says Patriarch 
Sabbah, ‘‘today the situation is worse than January and 
February and March.”’ He described a recent visit he made 
to a parish near Bethlehem. Israeli troops first stopped his 
car, then allowed him to proceed because the car carried a 
diplomatic flag, but after only two or three minutes at the 
parish, the troops ordered him to leave. 

Many Palestinian people, including Catholics, are now 
held in prison camps without trial and without any legal 
rights, he said. ‘‘And the conditions in these detention 


camps are terrible,’’ he added. 

All schools in the Occupied Territories, including 
Catholic parochial schools, are closed. ‘‘All the students are 
at home or in the streets,’’ he said. ‘‘Even private lessons at 
home are forbidden. Those who want to instruct at home are 
threatened with jail or the detention camps. 

‘‘Bethlehem University is completely closed,’’ he 
reported. The University, a Catholic school founded by the 
Vatican and heavily supported by U.S. Catholic 
contributions, has now been shut down for an entire year 
and there are fears it may never be allowed to reopen, the 
patriarch said. 

‘*The violence of the reprisals is now more than any stage 
in the uprising, I think,’”’ said Patriarch Sabbah. 

When told that some American Catholics have said we 
should not criticize Israel for fear of appearing anti-Jewish, 
Patriarch Sabbah answered: 

** _.. As long as the Palestinian people have no peace, 
there will be unrest which will affect everybody,’’ he said. 
‘*If you want to protect the Jewish people — if you want the 
good of the Jewish people — you must care for the good of 
everybody living on the Holy Land.”’ 

What is the solution? Patriarch Sabbah sees the 
Palestinian problem as a human rights problem, similar to 
South Africa. ‘‘The problem is whether the Palestinian 
people will be recognized as human beingsor not,’’ he says, 
‘either by the Israeli government or by world opinion.’’ 

“Ifthe Palestinians are recognized as human beings they 
must be given their rights,’’ he adds, ‘‘and when they are 
given their rights peace will reign in the Holy Land.”’

“‘deepen my relationship with Christ. 


Faith-sharing and times of prayer brought 
all of us close together,’’ she said. 


Rommel Karganilla, .also of St. 
Margaret parish and director of the recent 
weekend, said participants ‘‘quickly 
became a loving family. They let go of 
their inhibitions and let the power of the 
Holy Spirit work in their lives. Everyone 
seemed to be looking for a spirit of 
community.”’ 

Father Gold explained how Quest has 
affected other participants. 

“‘Some have returned to’the practice of 
their faith.’’

Theologian Father Fox 
still to speak at USD

ALCALA PARK — University of San 
Diego officials have not attempted to 
cancel the scheduled talks on the campus 
by Dominican Father Matthew Fox, who 
has been ordered silenced by the Vatican, 
a USD spokesman announced last week. 

In a press statement, Father Michael 
McKay, USD director of campus 
ministry and a member of the campus 
committee sponsoring the talks, said, 
““Matthew Fox’s presence at USD (Nov. 
15 and 17) is not an endorsement of his 
views by the institution, nor is it an 
attempt to support Fox’s personal 
position with regard to his difficulties with 
his religious community or the Vatican.”’ 

In light of the Vatican action, 
University of San Diego High School 
canceled an Inter-High School Assembly 
on ‘‘A Spirituality Named Compassion,”’ 
featuring Father Fox, planned on §its 
campus Nov. 17. 

Father Fox was requested by his 
Dominican superiors Oct. 20, at the 
request of the Vatican, to take a year’s 
sabbatical, beginning Dec. 15, to reflect 


. on his work. 


The Vatican has questioned whether 
Father Fox should be allowed to teach or 
publish at all. 

Father Fox told a press conference in 
San Francisco Oct. 20 he would accept 
the sabbatical but he wasn’t sure if it 
would last longer than six months. 

At USD, Father Fox is scheduled to 
speak on fealing the Global Village, 
including Issue of Compassion in the 
Americas,’’ at 7:30 p.m. Nov. 15. 

He is also scheduled to speak at a 
breakfast on the campus Nov. 17 on ‘‘A 
Paradigm Shift for Western Religion 
from the ‘Quest for the Historical Jesus’ 
to the ‘Quest for the Cosmic Christ.’ ’’ 


His USD appearances are sponsored 
by the USD Social Issues Committee, 
which is comprised of faculty, campus 
ministry and student government 
officers. 

“‘The Social Issues Committee of USD 
regrets the controversy surrounding 
Matthew Fox to the extent that it detracts 
from the purpose of his speaking 
engagement, which is to develop the 
social issues’ theme: ‘The Americans: 
Diverse Pasts, Common Future,’ ”’ 
Father McKay in his statement. _ 

The committee invited Father Fox ‘‘to 
speak here as part of its ongoing speakers’ 
programs to educate the university’s 


community and the community at large © 


about social issues,’’ Father McKay said. 

Besides his talks at USD, Father Fox is 
expected to speak at several non-Catholic 
churches in San Diego and on the San 
Diego State University campus Nov. 
15-17 on ‘‘Creation Spirituality — A 
Movement of Hope in a Time of 
Despair,’’ ‘‘On the Cosmic Christ,’ 
‘Peacemaking in the Midst of Crisis’ 
and ‘‘Renaissance of Sexual Mysticism.”’ 

The Vatican’s objections to Father 
Fox’s work focused on his treatment of 
the doctrine of original sin, his references 
to God as ‘‘Mother’’ and his ‘‘fervent’’ 
feminism, according to a statement 
released Oct. 19 by the theologian’s 
Dominican superiors at the Chicago- 
based central U.S. province. 

Father Fox’s spirituality emphasizes 
“‘the goodness of the human, the earthy, 
the imaginative, the instinctual life ... 
with a lesser or secondary concern about 
what might be sinful, destructive and 
suspect,’’ the statement added.. - 

In addition to the silencing, Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine fo the 
Faith, asked that Father Fox be 
terminated as the founding director of the 
Institute in Culture and Creation 
Spirituality at Holy Name College in 
Oakland.

but (like the butterfly) you’re a lot prettier 
if you come out,’’ he said. 

The priest emphasized that there is no 
pressure on participants to become more 
open about themselves. Activities provide 
a secure environment for sharing, he said. 

Holy Family Sister Dolores Molina, 
pastoral associate at St. Rose of Lima 
Church, Chula Vista, said the program 
was originally designed for secondary 


CCD teachers who had requested a 
community-building weekend similar to 
the Search renewal program, which many 
of their students were attending. 

During the first six years, Quest 
weekends were held only for religious 
education teachers, Sister Molina ‘said. 
““The program was so successful, it was 
later offered to all adults.”’

everyone was invited to have coffee and 
homemade burritos, and each man was 
given a bag of bread to take with him. 

One of the parishioners said that much 
of the credit for the smooth operation goes 
to Steve Yunker, a young lawyer who is 
presently coordinating the ministry with 
Msgr. Fawcett’s guidance. 

Yunker declined to take much credit, 
saying it was a cooperative effort. 

Parishioners. take turns assuming 
different responsibilities in the outreach 
project, and are encouraged to sign up for 
a maximum of six months to avoid burn- 
out. s 

Despite the systematic approach, there 
are always unexpected crises. When. the 
group arrived at the site where Mass was 
held, they were immediately confronted 
with 16-year-old Eduardo Gatica. 

“Can you help me?’’ he asked in 
Spanish. ‘‘I don’t mean to be a cry-baby, 

_but I don’t think my hand is getting any 
better and I can’t stand the pain much 
longer.”’ 

Gatica’s hand, swollen almost twice its 
normal size, was yellow-green with pus 
and needed immediate attention. 
Yunker, with characteristic calm, took the 
youth immediately to his van and drove 
him to a hospital for medical attention. 

At press time Gatica was. still 
hospitalized, but his hand had been 
saved. 

Stephen Yunker exemplifies the 
attitude of many of Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel’s parishioners. They see the 
Hispanic workers as their neighbors and 
co-religionists, reportedly an unpopular 
view among many non-Catholic whites in 
the area. 

“T get very discouraged by the attitudes 
expressed in this community toward these 
people,’’ said Msgr. Fawcett. 

*‘T also feel the secular press has

unfairly sensationalized the fact that these 
men are here among us, adding to the 
general fear in the area. These men are 
decent, law-abiding and careful about not 
littering or starting fires. 


““Most of these men come here to earn 
a specific amount of money. One man 
that we know of kept coming back to work 
in this area for 20 years. 


‘In that time, he earned enough to buy 
a home for his family back in Mexico and 
put his daughter through medical school. 
His case may be exceptional, but I don’t 
think many Americans understand that 
these undocumented workers are people 
much like themselves,’’ Msgr. Fawcett 
said. 


Recently, conditions have worsened for 
the migrant workers, partly because new 
immigration regulations threaten 
prospective employers with prosecution. 
While hundreds of the men were formerly 
employed at nearby ranches and groves, 
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most have been laid off. 

Since many have been working in this 
country for years, they would be eligible 
for amnesty and permanent residence but 
they claim employers won’t certify them. 

“Tt’s the same old story,’’ said Maria 
Valle, a parishioner of Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel. ‘‘(The growers) won’t sign the 
papers because they’ll have to pay all 
those back taxes. They don’t care what 
happens to these people.”’ 

Msgr. Fawcett and the others displayed 
a thorough awareness of the migrants as 
individuals. 

‘*Most of our men are either from the 
border between Mexico and Guatemala, 
or from Guatemala itself,’ he said. 
‘*They tell us how they miss their families 
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some 50 undocumented men after the celebration of an out- 
door Mass in the hills near Rancho Pefiasquitos. White 
answered the workers’ questions in flawless Spanish. 


and show us pictures of their children. 
We’re learning a lot about life in 
Mexico.”’ 

Some may dismiss the parishioners of 
Our Lady of Mt. Carmel as 
“‘do-gooders’’ who are only symbolically 
addressing the problems of migrant 
workers, but Msgr. Fawcett and several 
of his parishioners expressed profound 
satisfaction with the difficult work they 
have undertaken. 

Msgr. Fawcett is pleased with this 
growing sense of community between 
middle-class Anglos and impoverished 
migrant Hispanics under the auspices of 
their common faith. 

‘‘T am very proud of the people of this 
parish,’’ he said. ‘‘All of them.”’

_ Catholic faith fortified Vietnam veterans 


Veterans Day evokes memories of unpopular war that brought vets close to death

SERRA MESA — Veterans Day Nov. 
11 instills a sense of pride in two Catholic 
Vietnam War veterans whose - faith 
strengthened them during this nine-year 
combat that killed more than 50,000 U.S. 
servicemen and disfigured thousands of 
their -peers with physical and emotional 
scars. 

Mary Kelly, a Navy nurse, served on a 
hospital ship near South Vietnam. 
Deacon William Vasquez worked as an 
Air Force mechanic at the Ben Hoa Base, 
15 miles north of Saigon, South Vietnam. 

‘Veterans Day gives me pride in the 
fact I have served my country 24 years,”’ 
including service in the unpopular 
Vietnam War, said Deacon Vasquez of 
Mission Basilica San Diego de Alcala. 

He served in the Air Force from 
1964-68 and has been a USAF reservist 
since then. 

Deacon Vasquez described several of 
his close encounters with death at the Ben 
Hoa Base where he was stationed in 
1967-68. 

Russian-made 122-millimeter rockets 
used to roar through the Ben Hoa Base at 
night with deafening, death-like screams, 


he said. 


Vasquez escaped the fire of one rocket 
some five seconds before it leveled the 
Quonset hut where he was living. 

Another wave of rockets leveled a 
bunker (bomb shelter) some 150 feet from 
him, killing 15 servicemen, he said. 

A rocket aimed at his flight line missed 
Vasquez by 25 feet. ‘“The blast threw me 
against the wall of the hangar,’’ he said. 
After the rocket hit the fuel storage tank, 
shrapnel flew to the rear of the flight line 
and destroyed an F-4. 

A scar above Deacon Vasquez’s left 
eyebrow reminds him of the 20-pound 
metal aircraft object that fell off a shelf in 
the hangar and struck his.head. “‘I was 


too busy to seek medical help’’ at the 
time, he said. 

“My faith carried me through the 
war.’’ Attending daily Mass in the 
chapel, ‘‘a place of peace, ... gave me 
strength,’’ as well as working with South 
Vietnamese Catholics who exhibited a 
strong faith, he said. 

“T used to question God’’*on the 
reasons for the war’’ that took so many 
innocent lives. ‘‘One day they were your 
friends; the next day they were gone,”’ 
Deacomi#V asquez said. 

““A few years after I got home, I 
realized God was protecting me,’’ he 
added. 

Kelly, a parishioner of St. Columba 
Church, said she volunteered in 1969 for 
a one-year assignment on the hospital 
ship U.S.S. Sanctuary, which received 
wounded combatants from South 
Vietnamese battlefields as it sailed along 
the coast of the peninsula and anchored in 
DaNang harbor. 

‘“Navy nursing is all about taking care 
of combatants,’’ she said. ‘‘I wanted to 
see what the war was all about.’’ 

Kelly said her stint on the ship 
reinforced her opinion ‘‘that what we 
were doing was right’? — protecting 
South Vietnam from conquest by 
Communist North Vietnam. 

The unmarried nurse applied the 
parable of the Good Samaritan to the 
plight of the South Vietnamese. 

“Everyone is our neighbor, whether 
they’re here or 15,000 miles away,’’ she 
said. 

Kelly’s belief in eternal life colored her 
view of the daily drama of death in which 
she played a vital role as a lieutenant 
commander charge nurse in the ship’s 
medical, surgical and neurosurgical 
wards. 

Rather than despairing at the sight of 
young men’s lives being wasted by war, 
Kelly’s faith reminded her ‘‘that life 
continues (after death) that these 
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young people are not just gone; dey are 
out of the tragedy and confusion of this 
life’’ and have attained eternal life. 

The nurse credits her trust in God with 
preventing post-war trauma from 
invading her psyche. 

“People think of war casualties as 
related to shootings,’’ the nurse said. 
Patients were just as disabled from burns, 
malaria, dysentery and crippling foot 
diseases, she said, although ‘‘those guys 
didn’t get the Purple Heart or any other 
recognition.’ 

Kelly regards the 700-patient hospital 
ship as a life-saving haven for all Vietnam 
War victims. 

“‘The ship had everything you would 
find on a land-based hospital, but was 
better staffed and equipped,’’ Kelly said 
proudly. 

‘*The ship glowed at night from light’’ 
on board, highlighting the Red Cross 
symbols that marked it as a non- 
combatant vessel, she said. 

A few wounded Viet Cong guerillas 
and troops in the North Vietnamese 
regular army, some of them prisoners, 
were treated on the U.S.S. Sanctuary, the 
nurse explained. The military code of 
ethics required that ‘‘all wounded people 
receive equal medical treatment,’’ she 
said. 

Kelly told of a North Vietnam soldier 
with a gunshot wound in his abdomen 
that she kept close to the nursing station 
and at least 10 feet away from the 
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Americans who showed hostile ne 
toward him. : 

Kelly earned a bachelor’s and master’s 
degree in nursing in the navy and reached 
the rank of captain ‘before retiring in 
1983. 

This Veterans Day when she displays 
her American flag near the 100-pound 
cast iron anchor — a permanent part of 
her front-yard landscaping — she will 
reflect on her own 25-year military career 
and the toll that active duty took on her 
family. 

Kelly’s father was disabled during 
World War I. Six of her seven brothers 
served in the military. One was killed in 
the Korean War; another fought in the 
South Pacific during World War II, she 
said. 

But her proud feelings of patriotism on 
Veterans Day and throughout the year 
are tinged with sadness that ‘‘the United 
States does. not consider military service 
an obligation.”’ 

Kelly noted that the anti-war ‘‘trend is 
starting to swing the other way. You can 
honor those who serve their country 
without thinking that war itself is a good 
thing,’’ she said.

Directed in crisp, no-frills fashion by _ 


Peter Markle, ‘‘BAT 21’ relates the 
suspenseful real-life story of Air Force Lt. 
Col. Iceal Hambleton (Gene Hackman), 
a 53-year-old officer who is shot down 
behind enemy lines during a 
reconnaissance mission. With no actual 
hand-to-hand combat experience, career 
officer Hambleton is more at home on 
Vietnamese golf courses than he is in the 
jungle. 

Faced with sure capture and torture, he 
is forced to live by his wits one step ahead 
of the Viet Cong. He is connected by 
radio to an Air Force spotter pilot, Capt. 
Bartholomew Clark (Danny Glover), a 
35-year-old black man nicknamed ‘‘Bird 
Dog’’ who becomes obsessed with 
bringing ‘‘the old man”’ back alive even 
after rescue teams have been wiped out 
and Clark has been grounded. 

Since this true story is based on a book 
by William C. Anderson and opening 
titles credit the real-life Hambleton as an 
adviser on the film, it’s obvious that

Hambleton survived this ordeal. 

As a high-level intelligence officer who 
had planned an upcoming massive air 
strike of the area into which he was forced 
to parachute, Hambleton was someone 
whose immediate rescue was top priority. 


Suspense is generated from his struggle 
to evade the Viet Cong by land and radio 
waves — he communicates with ‘‘Bird 
Dog’”’” in a code laced with golf 
terminology to divert the Viet Cong — 
and to survive intact until a safe rescue 
location can be maneuvered. 


Meanwhile, Hambleton is forced to 
watch as U.S. air raids wipe out 
Vietnamese soldiers and civilians and as 
the Viet Cong slaughter an entire 
helicopter of young Air Force cohorts who 
have taken a daring risk to rescue him. 
He is also pushed by circumstance to kill a 
Vietnamese civilian whose grieving wife 
and children understandably ignore 
Hambleton’s agonized apology. 


It should come as no surprise that 
Hackman adds much to the role of 
Hambleton, an officer who unbelievably 
managed to live out several foreign wars 
without experiencing the horrors of 
combat firsthand. Hackman turns the 
role into one that inspires compassion, 
despite the fact that many people on both

sides seem to have been killed in order to 
save him. 


Glover’s ‘‘Bird Dog”’ is also a sensitive 
. guy whose guts boggle the mind given the 


fact that he flies a light plane over enemy- 
infested terrain to keep tabs on 
Hambleton and eventually commandeers 
a stolen helicopter to pluck out his man at 
the 11th hour. 

The tragic flaw in this otherwise 
touching film about an officer forced to 
play the game of war for real and to 
accept his responsibility and disgust for its 
horror is that, in the end, it disifiisses the 
true hero of the piece. While end titles 
assure viewers that Hambleton is 
currently safe and sound on a golf course 
in Arizona, nothing is said of the 
whereabouts of ‘‘Bird- Dog.’’ It’s a 
jarring omission that immediately raises 
the issue of racism and_ ultimately 
questions the veracity of the ‘‘Bird Dog’’ 
character, whose reality is key to the 
suspense and power of Hambleton’s 
story.

outs and have a good sense of humor 
about the whole thing. 

They cover all the basics, much as Amy 
Vanderbilt or Emily Post would. These

They continually stress the dignity and 
sacred nature of weddings as they show 
how to tactfully plan for and understand 
some of the seemingly odd requests that 
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the church makes. They also stress the 
importance of finding out about local 
diocesan ordinances. (For example, 
although this isn’t mentioned, many 
couples are surprised to learn that, in 
some places, the ‘‘traditional’’ bridal 
march from Wagner’s ‘‘Lohengrin’’ and 
the recessional from- Mendelssohn’s ‘‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream’’ are 
prohibited). 

There are two quite lovely parts in the 
book. One provides the complete 
marriage rites, both within Mass and 
outside Mass, along with a fine 
commentary explaining them. The other 
contains the complete texts of all of the 
approved readings, also with a brief 
commentary. There is also a sensitive 
discussion about marriage between 
Catholics and non-Catholics. 

Planning a wedding can become pretty 
grim at times. This book will lighten the 
load and provide a few chuckles along the 
way.

Dear Confused, 

There are no easy answers to your 
situation. There is no formula for 
friendship after romance.

One reason it’s so hard to become 
friends after having ‘‘loved’’ is because 
the rules of the relationship have to 
change and the emotions don’t always 
support the rules. For instance, when you 
were dating, acceptable behavior 
probably included long embraces and 
romantic kisses. You both felt great about 
that — your emotions were in tune with 
your rules. But now, you’re thinking 
“‘handshake’’ while he’s still feeling 
‘¢kiss.’’ Even when his feelings start to fall 
more in line with where you are at, it will 
be awkward learning ‘‘how to be’’ with 
each other.

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Student workers serve their school

SAN DIEGO — Sixth, seventh and 
eighth grade students at St. Rita School in 
San Diego have started work experience a 
little earlier than other children their age 
— each works as a volunteer in the school 
cafeteria. 

Every day, six students help serve, 
wash and clean up in the cafeteria. 
Because the young volunteers miss 10 
minutes of class, they work on a rotating 
basis, explained Juan de Jesus, principal. 

The students are always under the 
adult supervision of the cafeteria manager 
and the assistant cook. 

“If it wasn’t for the children, we 
wouldn’t have this program,’’ said 
LeeAnn Jones, cafeteria manager. ‘“The 
kids are just as responsible as adult 
workers; they’re well-mannered and well- 
behaved,’’ she added. 

The school has operated the cafeteria 
with the assistance of student workers for 
at least 20 years, saving the cost of a paid 
staff, explained de Jesus. Without the 
students’ help, the school could not 
operate the facility, he added. 

“Tt’s quite a bit of work — over 240 
students plus the staff eat lunch here every 
day,’’ said de Jesus. 

The lunch program is funded by the 
federal government for schools with low- 
income families and allows those children 
whose families can not afford a well- 
balanced lunch, to eat free or at a reduced 
price, in the school cafeteria, explained de 
Jesus. 

The principal said he believes the 


‘program teaches the students to work 


together, to learn responsibility and to act 
as role models for the younger children. 

Darline Toussaint, an eighth-grader, 
said, ‘‘It’s cool because you get a free 
lunch.”’ 

Seventh-grade pupil Eric Baterina said 
he does not mind doing the volunteer 
work — ‘‘you get used to it and we get to 
help the school and the kids.”’

NORTH PARK — At sunset on 
Wednesday, Nov. 9, Father Nicholas 
Christiana of the San Diego AIDS 
Chaplaincy Program, will light a 
symbolic candle at his 30th Street 
office in memory of the people who 
were terrorized and killed by Nazis on 
the night of Nov. 9, 1938, the 
infamous ‘‘Kristallnacht.”’. 

In a brutally coordinated effort, the 
homes, shops and synagogues of 
hundreds of thousands of German 
Jews were ransacked or burned down 
by Nazi hooligans that night. 

Hundreds were killed and untold 
hundreds of thousands were beaten or 
arrested and shipped off to 


Dear Friends in Christ,

concentration camps. The name 
‘*Kristallnacht’’ refers to the broken 
glass that littered the streets of Jewish 
neighborhoods throughout Germany 
the next day. 

“On this sad day of remembrance, 
>> said 
Father Christiana. ‘‘We must never 
forget the suffering inflicted on the 
German Jewish people that night, nor 
should we forget that not all the victims 
of the Nazis were Jews.’ 

As Father Christiana mentioned, 


about half of the 12 million people 


killed by the Nazis between 1936 and 
1945 were Christians, most of them 
Catholics or Russian Orthodox. 
During the course of World War I, 
hundreds of Catholic priests and nuns 
from all over Europe were sent to 


concentration camps for helping Jews 
escape or refusing to cooperate with 
the Nazis. Most of them_ perished 
there. 

This week in Washington, D.C. 
Catholic leaders called on church 
members to join Jewish and Protestant 
communities in commemorating the 
*‘Kristallnacht.”’
